Sentinel Critics 
Fear Program 


Would Expand 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 
expected 
move by 
President 
Nixon to scale down plans for 
the Sentinel program may less­ 
en opposition to the antimissile 
defense system, especially in 
Congress. 


Nixon studied the controver­ 
sial antiballistic 
missile pro­ 
gram over the weekend in Flori­ 
da jmd is scheduled to announce 
a decision early this week to 
employ a modified “thin” sys­ 
tem with perhaps fewer missile 
sites 
than originally planned 
and further away from major 
population centers. 


Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mice Mansfield said in an inter­ 
view that a cutback in the pro­ 
posed number of missile sites 
“will satisfy some people” in 
Congress who are worried about 
the cost of the proposed ABM 
program. 


Expansion 


Critics fear the system once 
started wiU grow both in cost 
and intent from one originally 
estimated at $5 billion to protect 
against 
Chinese 
Communist 
rockets to a $40 billion system 
geared against the Soviet Union. 
They see this as a major escala­ 
tion of the arms race. 


Even supporters of the Senti­ 
nel admit the high cost, that it 
would take three years to build 
and would be capable of inter­ 
cepting only small numbers of 
unsophisticated intercontinental 
ballistic missiles. 


Mansfield is one of a powerful 
group of senators, which in­ 
cludes Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., and J. W. Fuibright, D- 
Ark. who have been fighting 
immediate deployment of the 
Sentinel missile system. 


Gain Strength 


An Associated Press poll over 
the weekend showed 47 senators 
opposing funds this year for 
Sentinel sites, - 24 in favor of 
going ahead with the work and 
29 undecided. 


Last year only 34 senators 
voted to delay deployment of 
the system and that was the 
1968 high water mark tor oppo­ 
nents. 


Nixon Is expected to call for 
resumption of work on the sys­ 
tem which started under the 
Johnson administration and was 
frozen last month amid contro­ 
versy over its cost, effective- 
nesss, danger to cities and effect 
on possible disarmament talks. 


The administration has indi­ 
cated it wants to proceed with a 
revamped version which could 
be used for bargaining purposes 
in 
expected 
arms 
limitation 
talks with the Soviet Union. 


Urge Legalizing 
Use Of Marijuana 


DETROIT (AP) —A Michigan 
State Bar subcommittee has in­ 
dicated it wiU urge the Legisla­ 
ture to legalize the use of mar­ 
ijuana for persons over 21 and 
reduce penalties 
for 
minors 
caught smoking it. 


H a subcommittee resolution 
Is approved at an April 19 meet­ 
ing of the entire committee. It 
will be sent to the 28 state bar 
commissioners. 


If the resolution were adopted 
by the commissioners, it would 
take action by the Legislature 
to become law.

Laird Requests New

SAIGON (AP) — Hundreds of 
enemy troops ambushed about 
300 
South 
Vietnamese 
para­ 
troopers, killing 30 of the gov­ 
ernment soldiers and wounding 
105 in a two-day battle that was 
still going on late today, the Sai­ 
gon government said.

one of five major fights report­ 
ed in the past 24 hours—at three 
points near the Cambodian bor­ 
der and to the north and south 
of Saigon. The dead included 31 
Americans and at least 127 Viet 


Gold Prices 


Continue Rise 
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BASEL (AP) — Western Eu­ 
rope’s central bankers decided 
Sunday the French franc’s trou­ 
bles don't constitute an emer­ 
gency 
requiring 
international 
action but the price of gold con­ 
tinued to rise today on Europe's 
free markets. 


Bullion was selling at $43.75 
an ounce in London, 25 cents 
over Friday’s price. Dealers 
said Ihe demand was normal 
and the turnover small, indicat­ 
ing the upward movement was 
caused by the absence of sellers 
at the lower levels. 


On London's foreign exchange 
market the pound opened a little 
better—at $2.3908 compared to 
Fridays $2.3895. But the franc, 
which pulled sterling down last 
week, was still shaky. 


In Zurich, the price of gold 
jumped from 
$43.40443.60 to 
$43.75444, hitting a record higfr 
for the second time in four days. 
One bullion dealer said there 
was 
“demand 
from 
almost 
everywhere,” but a banker said 
the buying “did not appear to be 
really hectic.” 


After their regular monthly 
meeting, several of the bankers 
said Ate French government has 
enough gold to cope with the 
current flow of money beyond 
its borders. 


They also said France has not 
asked tor help under emergency 
arrangements 
the 
bankers 
made last month to help coun­ 
tires with money troubles. 


However, the present uncer­ 
tainty about the franc will not 
be resolved until the French 
government and the country’s 
labor unions settle their differ­ 
ences over wages.

Laird would not reveal the re­ 
commendations he is carrying 
back to Présidait Nixon, except 
to say that he would request ad­ 
ditional funds to strengthen the 
South Vietnamese armed serv­ 
ices.

pushed its spring offensive into 
its third week Sunday, and ene­ 
my troops dealt a battalion of 
South Vietnamese paratroopers 
and a platoon of American air 
cavalrymen heavy losses in two 
border clashes. Another Ameri­ 
can ambush patrol suffered se­ 
rious losses when Viet Cong 
troops outmaneuvered it and 
sprung their own ambush. 


The South Vietnamese para­ 
trooper battalion reported 14 of 
its men killed and 80 wounded in 
a savage fight 54 mdles north­ 
west of Saigon amd three miles 
from the Cambodian border. 
American bombers finally drove 
off the enemy force, but enemy 
casualties were not known. 


About 20 miles to the south, 
every U.S. air cavalryman in a 
40-man platoon was killed or 
wounded when an estimated 400 
troops from the Viet Cong 9th 
Division ran into the platoon as 
it was checking the Cambodian 
border for infiltrators. Ameri­ 
ca« reinforcements poured into 
the battle, but 14 U.S. troops 
were killed and 31 were wound­ 
ed. At least 37 of the enemy 
were kiled, the U.S. Command 
said. 


To the north, where the Cam­ 
bodian border parallels South 
Vietnam’s central plateau, U.S. 
4th Division infantrymen 
at­ 
tacked 
a 
North 
Vietnamese 
force amd touched off a day-long 
battle 22 miles northwest of 
Kontum City. Six Americans 
and 36 North Vietnamese troops 
were reported killed Mid 11 U.S. 
soldiers wounded. 


The American Command re­ 
taliated with the heaviest B52 
raids in nearSy a year. More 
than 160 of the eight-jet Strato- 
fortresses dropped more than 
5,000 tons of bombs in weekend 
raids on positions of three North 
Vietnamese divisions along the 
border. 


President Nguyen Van Thieu 
said in a communique that no 
decision has boot made on al­ 
lied retaliation for ttie attacks 
on major population centers. 
But he said a response “is cer­ 
tain” if the attacks continue. 


Thieu raid any deefaion will 
be made jointly by the allied 
governments.

Egyptians paid tribute today 
to their army chief of staff, 
Gen. Abdel Moneim Riad, fatal­ 
ly wounded by an Israeli shell 
Sunday, then staged a demon­ 
stration, chanting, 
“We need 
arms for revenge.” 


President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser and hundreds of thousands 
of people joined in making it a 
hero’s funeral for Riad. 


“With blood and souls we 
avenge your death,” the crowd 
shouted as the procession, one 
of the biggest in Egypt’s histo­ 
ry, moved through the streets of 
Cairo. 


U.N. observers blamed Egypt 
for the start of the artillery duel 
Saturday. They reported to U.N. 
headquarters that they observed 
the Egyptians firing from one to 
32 minutes before the Israelis 
opened up along the blocked 
waterway. 


Hit Refinery 
Israeli shells hit Egypt’s oil 
refinery at Suez for the fourth 
time since the 1967 war, and the 
Israelis said a petrochemical 
plant and oil storage tanks were 
still burning today. Egypt said 
three tanks were set afire. 


Israel said one of its Piper 
Cubs was shot down, three Is­ 
raelis including the pilot were 
killed and 14 were wounded. 


Egypt said three of its men 
were killed and 13 wounded and 
it lost a MIG jet. Israel said the 
MIG pilot was captured. Egypt 
also claimed its Jorces brought 
down an Israeli Mystere jet, but 
Israel denied this. 


The semiofficial Cairo news­ 
paper Al Ahram said Riad had 
flown by helicopter to Ismailia 
Sunday and was observing the 
artillery duel with a group of of­ 
ficers when the shell landed 
close to him. Others in the 
group 
were 
only sli^itly in­ 
jured, but the 50-year-old gener­ 
al died shortly after he was tak­ 
en to tiie Ismailia hospital.

aggression.” The first artillery 
barrage was preceded by a dog­ 
fight between Israeli and Egyp­ 
tian fighters in which the Egyp­ 
tian MIG was shot down.

buffeting their planned Atlantic 
landing area, the Apollo 9 astro­ 
nauts received word today they 
might have to shift their splash­ 
down to calmer seas. 


Air Force Cols. James A. 
McDivitt and David R. Scott 
and 
c i v i l i a n 
Russell 
L. 
Sehweickart then turned space 
age weathermen to report on 
conditions in the landing zone 
and over a wide area of the 
United States. 


McDivitt, the Apollo 9 com­ 
mander, asked about the fore­ 
cast 
for Thursday's 
planned 
landing southwest of Bermuda. 


“Hey, Jim, I hate to bring 
that 
up,” 
replied 
astronaut 
Stuart Roosa, the capsule com­ 
municator in Mission Control. 


Storm Front 


Roosa reported there was a 
storm front moving through the 
area and "they’re calling for 
fairly heavy winds, around 30 
knots or so and waves around 
six to eWht feet.” 


“But we’ll make sure the 
weather is good though.** he as­ 
sured Apollo 9. **I don't think 
we’U plunk you down in the mid­ 
dle of a front there.” 


The astronauts can change 
their landing area by firing 
their retro rockets earlier or lat­ 
er than planned. 


McDivitt reported Apollo 9 
had spotted the storm from 
their high outpost. 


Light Schedule 


The weather watch 
helped 
break the monotony of Apollo 
9’s seventh day in space—in 
which the astronauts drifted to 
conserve fuel and dreamed of 
home. 


They had another light sched­ 
ule of picture taking, navigation 
checks, an engine firing, and 
resting. 


The major flight plan event 
was a firing of the main space­ 
ship engine to jockey the craft 
into a more favorable path for 
scheduled 
splashdown 
Thurs­ 
day. 


The astronaut* had completed 
97 per cent of their flight objec­ 
tives. The crucial lunar module 
—LEM—checkout, 
Sdhweick- 


art’s space walk and the rendez­ 
vous of the LEM and command 
module occurred in the first five 
days. 


They are remaining aloft to 
prove the reliability of the Apol­ 
lo command ship for 10 days,

Prison Sentence 


For King Killing 


MEMPHIS, 
Tenn. 
< AP) — 
James Earl Ray pleaded guilty 
today to murdering Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. and agreed to 
accept a 99-year sentence in the 
Tennessee State Penitentiary. 


He said, towever, that he did 
not agree with a theory— appar­ 
ently held by his own lawyer— 
that there was no conspiracy to 
assassinate King. But, he said, 
“I agree with the stipulation” to 
plead guilty. 


“I’ve never had hopes of any­ 
thing except . . . to save this 
man’s life,” said Ray’s lawyer, 
Percy 
Foreman 
of 
Houston, 
Tex. ‘‘It took me months to 
prove to myself . . . that it was 
not a conspiracy.” 


Five witnesses then testified 
to the actual fact of Rung's slay­ 
ing, at the Lorraine Motel here 
April 4, 1968. This is necessary 
under Tennessee law in a case 
where the death penalty could 
be involved. 


Jury To Decide 


Then, the jury must retire to 
go through the formality of set­ 
ting the 99-year sentence. 


The jury was chosen from a 
venire picked two weeks ago, 
but the jurors themselves had 
no idea, a court spokesman 
said, that they would be as­ 
signed to the Ray case until 
court began M s morning. 


Criminal Court Judge Preston 
Battle asked 
Ray, who was 
called to the stand, whether he 
understood that his guilty plea 
meant he waived all rights to 
appeal. He also was asked M the 
decision to plead guilty was his 
own and of his own tree will. 


"I agree with the stipulation." 
Ray said, and then told the 
judge he wanted to add some­ 
thing. 


Conspiracy 


Asked what it was, Ray said 
he wanted to go on record as 
saying he did not agree with 
“the theory that there was no 
conspiracy.” 


In 
Atlanta, Ga., the Rev. 
Martin Luther King, Sr., father 
of the slain civil rights leader, 
said he had no comment on 
Ray’s plea. Mrs. Martin Luther 
King Jr., widow of the slain 
man, was reported to be out of 
the city and not immediately 
available.) 


Testimony in Ray’s trial today 
began simply to establish the 
fad that King was M ed. Five 
witnesses were called, in this 
order:

On Ponds Gets 
Expert's Okay 
M an y Mulligan pond owners 
could improve fish population 
balance and have more fun by 
fishing their ponds through the 
ice. 
Ice fishing can be especially 
beneficial to warm water ponds 
v here bluegills tend to become 
o v e r p o p u l a t e d , notes Dr. 
Vernie A. Knudson, Michigan 
State University extension fish­ 
eries .specialist. When bluegills 
become 
very 
numerous, the 
Fiend is filled with many 2 to 
4 4 inch fish which are too big 
for most bass to eat and too 
small to be useful to humans, 
says 
Knudson. 
Fishing 
helps 
thin the population. No blue­ 
gills of any size should be re­ 
turned to the pond after being 
caught, he emphasizes. 
Trout may also be caught 
from private ponds in the w in­ 
ter. According to Knudson, eat- 
ing-size 
trout 
are 
constantly 
dying of natural 
causes, 
so 
some of the trout caught by 
ice fishermen this winter would 
probably have met a natural 
death before next summer any­ 
way. 
An ice cover makes it easy 
for the fisherman to get to all 
parts of his pond. B y cutting 
several holes in the ice, the 
angler can find the most pro­ 
ductive 
fishing spots. 
If fish 
do not bite at one hole within 
15 minutes, another hole should 
be t ried. 
The 
pond 
fisherman 
needs 
I only a short stick, eight feet 
of line, and the same type of 
hook that is used for summer 
fishing. A bobber is optional. 
! Minnows, worms or other live 
; bait may be fished close to the 
bottom.

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Drinking And Driving 


^lichigan has had its implied consent law 
in operation for a year and it has revolutionized 
the state’s effort to cope witli tlie drunk drivei’S 
who kill so many persons in highway accidents. 


The implied consent law is the law whic**, 
makes it mandatory for a person accused of 
drunk driving to submit to a blood-alcohol test 
to determine the amount of alcohol in his sys­ 
tem. A breathing device known as a breathalyzer 
is most commonly used. Tf the accused driver re­ 
fuses to take the test, his driver license is taken 
away. The license is now issued on a basis of 
consent to a blood-alcohol test implied in the 
acceptance of a driving license.

Tn Delta County in the first year of trial of the 
fmnlied consent law a circuit court jury acnuitted 
a defendant in a manslaughter trial despite evi­ 
dence that his blood-alcohol was at the level of 
0.15, which is legally presumed to mean intoxi­ 
cated. Testimony in the trial attempted to refute 
the test findings with evidence of witnesses that 
he was not intoxicated, 
Tlie jury 
may have 
elected to l>elieve the witnesses instead of the 
breathalyzer, or it may have judged that even 
though the defendant was intoxicated that he 
was not guilty of manslaughter. Tlie rationali­ 
zing was not explained, but the case sets up a 
defeat of sorts for the state’s system of scien­ 
tific testing of drivers to detennine if they are 
intoxicated. It should be noted, however, that 
the defendant was not charged with drunk driv­ 
ing, but with manslaughter. 


In another local case where the defendant 
pleaded not guilty to drunk driving, the jury 
couldn't agree on a verdict and the charge was 
later reduced.

These eases may be regarded as exceptions 
rather than the rule, because there were manv 
more cases in which, unquestionably, the pleas 
of guilty to drunk driving cliarges were made 
because the charges were regarded as almost un- 
l»eatable with the evidence of tilie breathalyzer to 
support them. 


Elsewhere the effort to convict drunk dnv- 
ers with the breathalyzer was sensational, and, 
as we have suggested, it was also impresssive in 
Delta County in the matter of not being chal- 
enged in so many ct^ea.

The time when an accused dinink dnver can 
have any good hope of getting off if he asks for 
a jury trial and stands the cost of counsel ap­ 
pears over. Testimony that Joe “only had a few 
beers” is becoming an idle comment if the breath­ 
alyzer testifies that his blood alcohol reading was 
0.15 or more. 


Many states accept a reading of 0.10 as evi­ 
dence of intoxication and Michigan’s Secretary of 
State Hare has recommended that the Michigan 
Legislature change our state law to accept a 
reading of 0.10 as intoxication.

In 1968 there were 17.685 persons arrested 
in Michigan for drunk 
driving. The previous 
year there were only a few more than 8,000 
arrested for drunk driving. 


Very obviously there weren't more than 
five times more drunks driving in 1968 than th e 
year previous. The difference in the numlier of 
an*ests came about because of the state’s new 
system of drunk control. Submission to a drunk 
driving test was no longer a matter of driver 
choice. The driver's only choice was whether he 
wished to have a test or to give up driving. 


At last the police had a control with teeth 
in it. Of the 13,761 persons tested in 1968 a total 
of 11,367 had blood-alcohol levels of 0.15 per cent 
and were legally drunk. Another 1,871 were in 
the 0.10-0.149 per cent level and, legally, were, 
driving in an “impaired” condition. Another 523 
were “cleared” of Intoxication 
suspicion, al­ 
though 411 of them were over the 0.05 per cent 
blood-alcohol level.

The MSU Highway Traffic Safety Cente»* 
estimates that more than 90 per cent of those 
arrested for drunk driving are convicted — in- 
including guilty pleas ~ and that 95 per cent of 
those who appealed to the License Appeal Board

This is a great victory for safety. TJves will 
be saved by this law. And the numbers of th(m<* 
saved will grow as the law achieves its aim; to 
keep people from driving when they’ve been 
drinking enough to impair their control.

the young people particularly 
susceptible to various drugs, 
can become dependent, and get 
hurt, badly hurt, from what 
they intended as a rather in­ 
nocent adventure. 


The “drug scene” is part of 
a larger one. For the truth is 
that American society is heav­ 
ily a pill society. 
Its people 
for years have been swallow­ 
ing billions of pills and cap­ 
sules, including tranquilizers. 


American 
society 
tolerates 
alcohol and nicotine, both of 
which technically are drugs, 
and millions of people abuse 
both of them. It has long had 
a corps of addicts hooked on 
heroin or opium, 
but fewer 
now than 30 or 40 years ago. 


Pills For Everybody 
Many among a huge variety 
of drugs are taken legitimately, 
prescribed for medical bene­ 
fits. But there is also a great 
black market among some po­ 
tent drugs, and illegal manu­ 
facture or Importation. 


Each year, says the Food and 
Drug 
Administration, billions 
of sedative and pep pills are 
diverted to illegal use and ul­ 
timate 
misuse. 
That 
means 
enough pills or tablets per per­ 
son per year to “keep every­ 
one in the United States awake 
and jumping for a week, and 
enough barbiturates to keep 
tliem in a stupor for a week.” 
No one knows what the over­ 
use of potent drugs of many 
kinds is doing to that priceless 
possession, 
the human brain, 
how much it Is constituting a 
brain drain of intelligence and 
skills. 


The newer element in the 
nation’s drug problem is the 
rather sudden spread of drugs 
that induce fantasies or hal­ 
lucinations, 
or that “expand 
the mind.” 


This drug problem is here. 
It is now. It is big. It is appar­ 
ently growing bigger. 


And it has set loose a storm 
of eniotion that confuses the 
issues, and that blocks effec­ 
tive answers. 


Few Guidelines 
The real extent of drug use 
among young people is not 
known. 


Many parents are baffled or 
alarmed 
because 
the 
drug 
scene is something totally out­ 
side any of their own person­ 
al experienre. 
Many cannot 
help wondering whet lier their 
i'hildreii will remain immune 
to the appeal of present druRS, 
OI to a lalt of new drugs which 
experts inedict will inevltnbly 
some along 


Many parents are far more 
alarmed, 
some 
experts 
say, 
than they really need be. 


I'lit practically all agree that 
oarents »re not likely to get 


very far unless they know the 
real 
facts 
about 
different 
drugs. 
Only with knowledge 
can they give sound counsel. 


Youngsters and students gen­ 
erally know a good deal more 
than parents about mind-in­ 
fluencing drugs. But they may 
also tend to believe what they 
choose on a controversial sub­ 
ject. And they have tended to 
learn about drugs from their 
own companions — not all of 
them well or fully informed. 


Parents are wrong, for ex­ 
ample, if they argue that mari­ 
juana is a “narcotic” or that 
it is physically addictive. 


Straight Answers Needed 
The point that authorities 
make here is that parents get 
into trouble if they DO insist 
marijuana is a narcotic, or if 
they lump all drugs together aa 
being equally bad. 


“Once 
the 
youngster 
can 
prove 
the 
parent is 
wrong 
about a big point, 
he very 
likely takes the position—‘Now 
I can’t believe anything you 
say at all.’ ” says one psychi­ 
atrist. 


“Any drug education which 
is not scrupulously honest will 
fail with the kids,” a psychol­ 
ogist adds. 
“Once you exag­ 
gerate. you lose them.”

A breathing device known as a breathalyzer 
is most commonly used, lf the accused drivel1 re­ 
fuses to take the test, his driver license is taken 
away. The license is now issued on a basis of 
consent to a blood-alcohol test implied in the 
acceptance of a driving license.

To Delta County in the first year of trial of the 
Implied consent law a circuit court ju ry permitted 
a defendant in a m anslaughter trial despite evi­ 
dence that his blood-alcohol was at the level of 
0.15, which is legally presumed to mean intoxi­ 
cated. Testimony in the trial attempted to refute 
the test findings with evidence of witnesses th at 
he was not intoxicated. 
The jury 
may have 
elected to iielieve the witnesses instead of the 
breathalyzer, or it may have judged th at even 
though the defendant was intoxicated th at lie 
was not guilty of manslaughter. 'Hie rationali­ 
zing was not explained, but the case sets up a 
defeat of sorts for the state’s system of scien­ 
tific testing of drivers to determine if they are 
intoxicated. It should l>e noted, however, th at 
the defendant was not charged with drunk driv­ 
ing, but with manslaughter. 
In another local case where tile defendant 
pleaded not guilty to cl 1 link driving, the ju ry 
couldn’t agree on a verdict and the charge was 
later reduced.

These cases may he regarded as exceptions

W ASHINGTON 'A P* — The 
leaking oil that spread over hun­ 
dreds of square miles of Califor­ 
nia’s 
Santa 
Barbara 
channel 
last month is boing rivaled in 
magnitude by a torrent of citi­ 
zen mail. 
Letters, telegrams

When the leak was plugged 
after ll days an oil slick cov­ 
ered some 8<Hi square miles of 
oecan and had drifted onto some 
25 miles of beach. Messages were 
written by Children and adults. 
Most arc from the stricken area. 
but there are many from other 
parts of the country. 
Most of them call for tighter 
restrictions or a complete ban 
on offshore j>ctroleum drilling. 
But 
some exceptions criticize 
government action to halt the 
leak and prevent others.

Ventura County alone would be 
affected by cessation of drilling 
in Santa Barbara channel,” said 
one letter.
